Consumers 
Want to Know

Are imitation foods inferior 
in nutritive value to natural 
foods? 


Not necessarily. If jam or 
jelly is made with less sugar 
than required by the stand- 
ard of identity, it must be 
labeled “imitation” because 
it does not conform to the 
recipe set by law. Another 
example is regular margar- 
ine. It must contain at least 
80 per cent fat; imitation 
margarine has only 40 per 
cent, making it lower in cal- 
ories. 


Food packages seem to be 
getting harder to open. Does 
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industry think of the con- 
sumer when designing pack- 
ages? 

Manufacturers have given 
considerable thought to open- 
ing and closures on food 
packages. But they must also 
design packages strong 
enough to resist breakage. A 
food package must keep the 
contents fresh, be moisture- 
proof and‘leakproof. 't must 
also be easy to store handle 
and carry. Tear strips and 
pressure areas are often in- 
dicated on a package to facili- 
tate opening..Consumers are 
advised to examine packages 
carefully as instructions for 
opening and resealing are 
usually indicated on the label. 


Senator Sparkman Answers 


Questions From Readers 


Question; Just recently the 
Economic Development Ad- 
ministration approved a loan 
to provide 350 new jobs in 
Montgomery, Alabama, What 
was the nature of this loan? 
Sparkman; The loan was 
from the Economic Develop- 
ment Administration, as you 
said, The amount was $2,- 
100,000 to help establish a 
plant to produce coils for 
the air conditioning industry. 
The loan went to the Indus- 
trial Development Board of 
the City of Montgomery and 
will be used to help build 
a plant for Thermal Com- 
ponents, Inc. About half of 
the employment will go to 
people who are either unem- 
ployed or underemployed in 
the Montgomery-Prattville 
area. 


Question; The Department of 
the Interior recently ap- 
proved an Alabama landmark 
for inclusion in the National 
Registry of National Land- 
marks, Where is this land- 
mark? 

Sparkman: The Department 
of the Interior approved 
Shelta Cave in Madison 
County as a Registered Nat- 
ural Landmark, The site is 
owned by the Huntsville 
Grotto of the National Spe- 
leological Society, It in- 
cludes a large underground 
lake, noted for its variety 
of aquatic life, some species 
of which exist only in Shelta 
Cave, 


Question; The growing Fed- 
eral paperwork loadin Phase 
Il of the President’s Eco- 
nomic Planis not making 


it any easier for the small 


businessman or the consum- 
er, What are you doing about 
it? 

Sparkman: [ took a whack at 
the Federal paperwork load 
recently and it resulted in 
small retailers having less 
paper work than anticipated 
in compliance with Phase Il 
economic regulations, At a 
Joint Economic Committee 
hearing recently I urged Dr. 
GC. J. Grayson, Chairman of 
the President’s Price Com- 
mission, to do something to 
relieve the burden of com- 
pliance with Phase If re- 
strictions placed on small 
businessmen, Shortly after- 
wards, Chairman Grayson 
phoned and advised me that 
the Commission had just ad- 
opted a new regulation af- 
fecting small retailers 
(those grossing less than 
$100,000 annually), Under 
this regulation such retail- 
ers would be required to 
post only the prices ‘on the 
top 40 sale items in their 
stores, or those items ac- 
counting for 50% of their 
gross business, whichever 
is J..s, Virtually all com- 
plaiits that have come to 

me have been voiced by small 
businessmen who were find- 
ing it nearly impossible to 
comply with Phase II rules 
and regulations, The effect 
of this new regulation will 
be to make it possible for 
smail retailers to comply 
with these regulations with- 
out becoming immersed in 
a pile of red tape and paper 
work, This results in a sav- 
ings for the small retailer 
that will have a favorable 
effect on prices to consum- 
ers,

HITS CANCER RESEARCH 


Has your cost of living gone up? 
Clothes, furniture, a good meal? 
Unhappily, yes. So has the cost 
of canoer research. Ten years ago 
a simple lab measuring cup cost 
39 cents, today it’s 49 cents. And 
a basic laboratory mouse was 27 
cents. Today, 44 cents. And the 
cost of sophisticuted equipment, 
with which we may find the answer 
to the cancer riddle, has sky- 
rocketed. For instance, the mini- 
mum magnification electron micro- 
scope cost $35,000 in 1960. Today

U. S. Must Not Get Involved In 
India-Pakistan Fighting 


The human tragedy that 
is taking placein Asia, where 
India and Pakistan have re~ 
newed their border fighting 
and threaten all-out war, 
must not engulf the U, 5, 
The skirmishes now taking 
place may well be the fore- 
runner of a blood bath egged 
on by increasing imnities 
between Communish China 
and Communist Russia, 

Red China is backing Pa- 
kistan in this fight, while 
Russia and India just last 
April signed a treaty of co- 
operation, 

During the past 25 years 
the United States has given 
India more than $8 billion 
in aid, more than any other 
country in the world has 
received except for South 
Korea and South Vietnam, 
During this same _ period, 
we have provided aid to Pa- 
kistan totaling almost $4.5 
billion, These figures don’t 
include the $414 million ear- 
marked for India and the 
$240 million: for Pakistan 
under the 1972 foreign eco- 


nomic assistance package 
which was passed in the 
Senate last month, Nor do 


they include the millions of 
dollars in private donations 
by Americans for relief in 
last year’s tragic typhoon 
and to the almost 10 million 
refugees in India from Pa- 
kistan, 

The tragic insistence of 
India and Pakistan to go to 
war simply adds fur- 
ther proof of the bankrup- 
tcy of the United Nations 
which was supposedly for- 
med to maintain interna- 
tional peace and security, 
The record clearly and un- 
mistakably portrays the fai- 
lure of the U, S, Since 1947 
just one year after the U,N, 
was created, there have been 
73 wars or civil conflicts 
throughout the world, But 
on only 10 occasions has 
the Security Council provi- 
ded peacekeeping forces or 
observer teams, Eventhose 
few actions are marred by 
failures, such as the abrupt 
withdrawal of U.N. forces 
along the Suez Canal in 1967 
resulting in the so called 
six day war between Israel 
and the Arab states, a war 
that threatens to resume at 
any time, And the U.N,

More than 1,000 pigs 
were reported as stolen in 
Alabama during November, 
according to Commission- 
er of Agriculture and In- 
dustries Richard (Dick) 
Beard, 

Beard warned farmers to 
take precautions with their 
animals to prevent fur- 
ther losses. He said that 
most of the swine stolen 
were from 50 to 100 pounds 
and weze animals being 
grown out for the market, 

W. H, Gregory, Head of 
the Stockyards, and Brands 
Division, said that with the 
pigs being confined for fat- 
tening it was a simple mat- 
ter for the thieves to back 
a truck up to the building 
and load up, ‘le added 
that the swine are evi- 
dently being disposed of to 
people feeding hogs out for 
the market, 

Gregory said the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and In- 
dustries is working with the 
Alabama Farm Bureau and 
others on a method of iden- 
tifying hogs that may help 
prevent losses, But head- 
vised farmers to keep their 
animals under close watch 
and where possible to keep 


- Homemaker Who Hires Household Help 


May Be Employer under Social Security 


Many homemakers may 
not consider themselves em- 
ployers, but if they hire 
someone to help them ara id 
the house—even on a part- 
time basis—they may be 
considered employers under 
social security. 

According to social secu- 
rity officials here, a home- 
maker is an employer if she 
pays a household worker $50 
or more in cash wages in 
any 3-month quarter—Janu- 
ary-March, April-June, July- 
September, or October- 
December. 

“A homemaker must send 
quarterly reports of such 
wages, along with the social 
security contribution, to the 
Internal Revenue Service,” 
a social security spokesman 
said. : 

The employer contribu- 
tion is 5.4 percent of the 
wages paid the household 
worker. The employee pays 
a matching contribution of 
5.2 percent, the spokes- 
man said. “However, many 
employers pay the full 10.4 
percent contribution them- 
selves,” he said. 

By sending in the social 
security contributions each 
quarter, the homemaker- 
employer is “insuring the 
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family that they have the 
protection provided by the 
social security program,” the 
spokesman said. ‘Social Se- 
curity today means more 
than monthly checks and 
Medicare benefits after the 
household worker retires. 
Social security also pro- 
vides monthly cash benefits 
for the family in case the 
worker becomes disabled or 
dies.” 

Nine out of every 10 
houschold workers are 
women, the social security> 
official said. “If a household 
worker suffers a long dis- 


abling illness, social secu- 
rity benefits might be her 
family’s only income until 
she is able to return to 
work,” he said. “Even if 
that isn’t the case, her chil- 
dren may be entitled to 
monthly checks.” 

Any employer who wants 
more information about 
making social security con- 
tributions for a household 
worker can ask for a copy 
of the leaflet “Social Secu- 
rity and Your Household 


Employee” at any social se- 
curity office, the spokesman 
said.

Even though you are 
still working, you might be 
eligible for some social se- 
curity checks, It all depends 
on your earnings.

Are imitation foods inferior 
in nutritive value to natural 


foods? 


Not necessarily. If jam or 
jelly is made with less sugar 
than required by the stand- 
ard of identity, it must be 
labeled “imitation” because 
it does not conform to the 
recipe set by law. Another 
example is regular margar 
ine. It must contain at least 
80 per cent fat; imitation 
margarine has only 40 per 
cent, making it lower in cal- 
ories. 


Food packages seem to be 
getting harder to open. Does 
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industry think of the con- 
sumer when designing pack- 
ages? 

Manufacturers have given 
considerable thought to open- 
ing and closures on food 
packages. But they must also 
design packages strong 
enough to resist breakage. A 
food package must keep the 
contents fresh, be moisture- 
proof and ‘leakproof. Tt must 
also be easy to store handle 
and carry. Tear strips and 
pressure areas are often in- 
dicated on a package to facili- 
tate opening..Consumers are 
advised to examine packages 
carefully as instructions for 
opening and resealing are 
usually indicated on the label.

Question: Just recently the 
Economic Development Ad- 
ministration approved a loan 
to provide 350 new jobs in 
Montgomery, Alabama, What 
was the nature of this loan? 
Sparkman: The loan was 
from the Economic Develop- 
ment Administration, as you 
said, The amount was $2,- 
100,000 to help establish a 
plant to produce coils for 
the air conditioning industry. 
The loan went to the Indus- 
trial Development Board of 
the City of Montgomery and 
will be used to help build 
a plant for Thermal Com- 
ponents, Inc, About half of 
the employment will go to 
people who are either unem- 
ployed or underemployed in 
the Montgomery-Prattville 
area. 


Question: The Department of 
the Interior recently ap- 
proved an Alabama landmark 
for inclusion in the National 
Registry of National | and- 
marks, Where is this land- 
mark?

gross business, whichever 
is J.:s, Virtually all com- 
plaints that haye come to 

me hay been voiced by small 
businessmen who were find- 
ing it nearly impossible to 
comply with Phase II rules 
and regulations, The effect 
of this new regulation will 
be to make it possible for 
smail retailers to comply 
with these regulations with- 
out becoming immersed in 
a pile of red tape and paper 
work, This results in a sav-

HITS CANCER RESEARCH 


Has your cost of living gone up? 
Clothes, furniture, a good meal? 
Unhappily, yes. So has the cost 
of canoer research. Ten years ago 
a simple lab measuring cup cost 
39 cents, today it’s 49 cents. And 
a basic laboratory mouse was 27 
cents. Today, 44 cents. And tke 
cost of sophisticuted equipment, 
with which we may find the answer 
to the cancer riddle, has sky- 
rocketed. For instance, the mini- 
mum magnifigation electron micro- 
scope cost $35,000 in 1960. Today 
one is the price of a luxury home 
—$47,000. 


The American Cancer Society 
must raise even more money to 
support vital research. 


But recently the Society was 
forced to turn down applications 
already approved that amounted 
to over fifteen million dollars, be- 
cause the money was not there.

U. $. Must Not Get Involved In 
India-Pakistan Fighting 


The human tragedy that 
is taking place in Asia, where 
India and Pakistan have re- 
newed their border fighting 
and threaten all-out war, 
must not engulf the U, S, 
The skirmishes now taking 
place may well be the fore- 
runner of a blood bath egged 
on by increasing imnities 
between Communish China 
and Communist Russia, 

Red China is backing Pa- 
kistan in this fight, while 
Russia and India just last 
April signed a treaty of co- 
operation, 

During the past 25 years 
the United States has given 
India more than $8 billion 
in aid, more than any other 
country in the world has 
received except for South 
Korea and South Vietnam, 
During this same _ period, 
we have provided aid to Pa- 
kistan totaling almost $4,5 
billion. These figures don’t 
include the $414 million ear- 
marked for India and the 
$240 million: for Pakistan 
under the 1972 foreign eco- 
nomic assistance package 
which was passed in the 
Senate last month, Nor do 
they include the millions of 
dollars in private donations 
by Americans for relief in 
last year’s tragic typhoon 
and to the almost 10 million 
refugees in India from Pa- 
kistan, 

The tragic insistence of 
India and Pakistan to go to 
war simply adds fur- 
ther proof of the bankrup- 
tcy of the United Nations 
which was supposedly for- 
med to maintain interna- 
tional peace and security, 
The record clearly and un- 
mistakably portrays the fai- 
lure of the U, S, Since 1947 
just one year after the U.N, 
was created, there have heen 
73 wars or civil conflicts 
throughout the world, But 
on only 10 occasions has 
the Security Council provi- 
ded peacekeeping forces or 
observer teams, Eventhose 
few actions are marred by 
failures, such as the abrupt 
withdrawal of U.N, forces 
along the Suez Canal in 1967 
resulting in the so called 
six day war between Israel 
and the Arab states, a war 
that threatens to resume at 
any time, And the U.N,

More than 1,000 pigs 
were reported as stolen in 
Alabama during November, 
according to Commission-

Beard warned farmers to 
take precautions with their 
animals to prevent fur- 
ther losses, He said that 
most of the swine stolen 
were from 50 to 100 pounds

W. H, Gregory, Head of 
the Stockyards, and Brands 
Division, said that with the 
pigs being confined for fat- 
tening it was a simple mat- 
ter for the thieves to back 
a truck up to the building 
and load up, ‘le added

Gregory said the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and In- 
dustries is working with the 
Alabama Farm Bureau and 
others on a method of idon- 
tifying hogs that may help

Homemaker Who Hires Household Help 
May Be Employer under Social Security 


Many homemakers may 
not consider themselves em- 
ployers, but if they hire 
someone to help them aré id 
the house—even on a part- 
time basis—they may be 
considered employers under 
social security. 

According to social secu- 
rity officials here, a home- 
maker is an employer if she 
pays a household worker $50 
or more in cash wages in 
any 3-month quarter—Janu- 
ary-March, April-June, July- 
September, or October- 
December. 

“A homemaker must send 
quarterly reports of such 
wages, along with the social 
security contribution, to the 
Internal Revenue Service,” 
a social security spokesman 
said, : 

The employer contribu- 
tion is 5.2 percent of the 
wages paid the household 
worker. The employee pays 
a matching contribution of 
5.2 percent, the spokes- 
man said. “However, many 
employers pay the full 10.4 
percent contribution them- 
selves,” he said,

ho&sehold worker and her 
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family that they have the 
protection provided by the 
sociai security program,” the 
spokesman said. “Social Se- 
curity today means more 
than monthly checks and 
Medicare benefits after the 
household worker retires. 
Social security also pro- 
vides monthly cash benefits 
for the family in case the 
worker becomes disabled or 
dies.” 

Nine out of every 10 
housvhold workers are 
women, the social security: 
official said. “If a household 
worker suffers a long dis- 


abling illness, social secu- 
rity benefits might be her 
family’s only income until 
she is able to return to 
work,” he said. “Even if 
that isn’t the case, her chil- 
dren may be entitled to 
monthly checks.” 

Any employer who wants 
more information about 
making social security con- 
tributions for a household 
worker can ask for a copy 
of the leaflet “Social Secu- 
rity and Your Household 


Nmployee” at any social se- 
curity office, the spokesman 
said,

deducted social security 
contributions from my pay 
until my earnings reached 
$7,800.

Since I paid the max- 
imum contributions in my 
regular job, was my part- 
time employer correct in 
taking social security con- 
tributions out c*° my pay? 


A. Yes. Each of your em- 
ployers must withhold so- 
cial security contributions 
on the first $7,800 paid you 
in a year. However, you 
can claim the excess social 
security contributions you 
paid as a credit against 
your income tax or as a 
refund at the time you file 


your Federal 
return. 


Q. Even though I am 66 
years old, I am still work- 
ing full time. My friends 
told me that I should find 
out about my social secu- 
rity retirement benefits, 
Should I do this when I’m 
still working?

A. Yes, for several rea- 
sons. Even though you are 
still working, you might be 
eligible for some social se- 
curity checks. It al! depends 
on your earnings. And, you 
could be missing out on 
valuable protection under 
the Medicare program, 
Have a question about social 
security and its retirement, 
survivors, disability or Medi- 
care benefits?

Laws Released 
On Owning 
Motor Cycles 


“Parents who are plan- 
ning to buy their young- 
sters any type motor- 
driven cycle, such as mi- 
ni-bikes, motor scooters 
or go-carts, should he 
aware of the laws which 
govern their use,“‘ Colo- 
nel Walter L, Allen, Di- 
rector of the Department 
of Public Safety, said Lo- 
day. 

The term motor driven 
cycle shall include every 
motorcycle, when fully e- 
quipped, weighs less than 
200 pounds, and has an en- 
gine not exceeding five hor- 
sepower, To be eligible 
to Operate the vehicle, one 
must be at least 14 years 
old and must have an op- 
erator’s license, which 
can be obtained by pas- 
sing a written exami- 
nation. In addition to po- 
sessing an  operator’s 
license, the operator and 
each rider must wear ap- 
proved helmets, 

To be eligible to opera- 
te a go-cart, One must be 
at least 16 years old and 
possess a regular driver’s 
license, Both the motor- 
driven cycle and the go- 
cart must be equipped with 
a license tag, which can be 
purchased at the Probate 
Judge’s office. 

“Any parent or guardian 
who knowingly permits a 
child to violate these 
regulations will be sub- 
ject to a penalty of a fine 
or imprisonment,’’ Colo- 
nel Allen said,
